A postmistress who was pistol 
whipped and robbed in her own 
post office has returned to work 
just two days after the distressing 
ordeal. 

Well-wishers, neighbours and fel¬ 
low shoppers have flocked to the 
shop in Alexandra Drive, Surbiton, 
in support. 

During the raid on Friday, 
September 14, at about 9am, Brigit 
Clark was hit in the face and had to 
be taken to hospital for treatment. 

Mrs Clark, 45, from Caterham, 
who had been working at the shop 
for three years, said: “I won’t 
forget it but you have to get over it. 


I feel all right. I don’t really want 
to talk about it but it is so lovely 
how everyone has been coming 
into the post office. 

“I don’t need sympathy. I need 
trade. I don’t want them to feel as if 
they have won. 

“People have been so supportive 
and it is nice to know people really 
care.” 

Police have confirmed two men 
threatened and whipped Mrs Clark 
with a pistol but no arrests had 
been made as this newspaper went 
to press. 

The post office was forced to 
close early on Friday and was not 
open over the weekend. 

Bill Hobson, who works in 
Framers Art Gallery next door, 


said: “I am just so angry there are 
people that do this, knock a woman 
down, it is terrible.” 

Paul Curtis, from Berrylands 
Cattery and Pet Supplies, said: 
“She is a friendly lady and I go in 
there all the time to use the post 
office. 

“You would not expect this sort of 
thing in such a sleepy area. The 
worst we have ever got is a dodgy 
£50 note. 

“We wish her all the best. I am 
glad she is back.” 

The Metropolitan Police flying 
squad is investigating the 
robbery.

Officer lied to rape victims 



Faked witness statements:

A Kingston detective lied to 
rape and sex attack victims 
and faked witness statements, 
letting suspects off the hook. 

Detective Constable Ryan 
Coleman-Farrow, 30, told se¬ 
nior officers that rape victims 
had dropped their allegations 
while informing the trauma¬ 
tised women that their cases 
were being shelved. 

He pleaded guilty at South¬ 
wark Crown Court on 
Wednesday, September 12, to 
13 counts of misconduct while 
in public office. 

D Con Coleman-Farrow 
faked crime reports 32 times, 
falsified a witness statement, 
pretended he had interviewed 
rape suspects twice, made up 
suspect statements three 
times and told his superiors

he had passed files on to the 
Crown Prosecution Service 
seven times. 

All the offences were com¬ 
mitted between January 2007 
and September 2010 while 
working for the Sapphire unit 
at Kingston police station. 

All the charges prior to 2009 
are likely to have involved vic¬ 
tims from the borough of 
Kingston, as until that time 
the unit exclusively investigat¬ 
ed crimes in its borough. 

Coleman-Farrow failed to in¬ 
terview key witnesses, look 
for CCTV or follow up forensic 
clues in 13 cases involving 12 
victims, Southwark Crown 
Court heard. 


He was finally exposed and 
sacked by the Metropolitan 
Police in April 21 last year 
after an internal investigation 
was launched in September 
2010. He will be sentenced on 
October 11. 

Deborah Glass, deputy 
chairman of the Independent 
Police Complaints Commis¬ 
sion, said D Con Coleman-Far¬ 
row was working with some of 
the most “vulnerable people”. 

She said: “He let them down 
by his calculated abuse of 
their trust. His actions are 
beyond belief. 

“While we may never fully 
understand the motivation for 
his actions, Mr Coleman-Far¬ 
row appears to have been 
a rogue officer who set out to 
deceive.” 


Court ‘escape’ denial 


A man has denied escaping 
from a court room with a 
weapon and attacking secu¬ 
rity guards. 

Richard Kwakye, 29, from 
Twickenham, appeared at 
Woolwich Crown Court via 
video link from Belmarsh. 

He pleaded not guilty to 
escaping lawful custody, 


two counts of actual bodily 
harm and possession of an 
offensive weapon. 

The alleged incident 
occurred when Kwakye 
appeared at Kingston Coun¬ 
ty Court on June 18 for a 
family matter. 

The trial will begin on 
January 12 next year.

OAPs among realms 
of ‘minor’ criminals 


An octogenarian cautioned for 
common assault was among a 
gang of pensioners who have fall¬ 
en foul of the law. 

The 82-year-old man is the old¬ 
est person in the borough to be 
arrested. 

There were seven people over 
70, all men, detained by police 
since the beginning of last year. 

Crimes of the unruly pension¬ 
ers read like the rap sheet of a 
teenage tearaway and included a 
fixed penalty notice for theft and 
a caution for minor assault. 

It is not known how many were 
taken to court, but at least two 
have been cautioned for offences, 
a Freedom of Information re¬ 
quest confirmed. 

A spokeswoman for Kingston 
police said despite the figures the

majority of senior citizens in bor¬ 
ough were law abiding. 

The oldest person to be arrested 
in England was a 99-year-old man 
from Peterborough, who was 
stopped by police last year while

stealing a parcel of books worth 
£61 from a neighbour’s garden in 
Goole, East Yorkshire. 

He was arrested while trying to 
make a getaway on his 4mph mo¬ 
bility scooter in February 2005. 

A spokesman for Help the Aged 
said: “There is no justification for 
criminal behaviour at any time of 
life. 


“However, people over 70 are re¬ 
sponsible for only a tiny share of 
the almost 5m crimes committed 
in England and Wales last year. 

“Unfortunately, it is a phe¬ 
nomenon of society. The public 
have little to fear from older peo¬ 
ple as perpetrators of crime.” 

The full scale of lawlessness 
among the older generation is 
likely to be unmeasurable. 

Other misdemeanours, includ¬ 
ing speeding on a mobility scoot¬ 
er, would be classed as civil 
offences and not included in the 
police statistics. 

A three-year-old car vandal is 
believed to be the UK’s youngest 
“criminal” after he was spotted 
damaging cars, near Rotherham, 
South Yorkshire, but not 
charged.

Canbury Gardens could be in line 
for a £1.4m makeover if it is suc¬ 
cessful in a Lottery bid. 

Councillors in the Canbury ward 
have put in a proposal to transform 
the park and are waiting to see if 
they can secure funding. 

The bid document said: “A hun¬ 
dred years ago Canbury Gardens 
was the pride of Kingston - a mag¬ 
nificent pleasure garden on the 
banks of the Thames that attract¬ 
ed visitors from across London to 
enjoy the river. 

“The restoration of Canbury 
Gardens intends to turn around 60 
years of gradual decline in the gar¬ 
den’s fortunes that will seek to re¬ 
instate the status of this key open 
space.” 

Kingston councillor Dennis Doe 
said: “Canbury Gardens continues 
to be an informal Victorian public 
garden. This was confirmed as the 
public’s wish after a massive pub¬ 
lic consultation 10 years ago. 

“But it is under threat and needs 
investment.” 

The funding application includes 
work to improve entrances and 
footpaths, upgrade lighting, re¬ 
store the natural river bank, and 
carry out improvements to bins, 
benches and the bandstand. 


Coun Doe said the river bank 
needed repairing where tidal 
water was washing it away. 

Working with Kingston Environ¬ 
ment Centre was also a key feature 
of the bid. 

Tariq Shabbeer, treasurer at 
Kingston Environment Centre, 
said: “We are fully behind the bid. 
If we get that money we can en¬ 
hance Canbury Gardens and pre¬ 
serve its history and heritage. 

“We started there in the 
Kingston Green Festival that ran 
for 20 years so it would be nice to 
move back there too because our 
current building is going to be 
demolished.” 

The money could solve the prob¬ 
lem of broken lighting in the park, 


which could cost as much as 
£100,000 to fix. 

Coun Doe said: “Lighting, espe¬ 
cially between the town end and 
Boaters pub, is utterly unsatisfac¬ 
tory, whereas the newer bat- 
friendly lights north of the Boaters 
work well. 

“Lighting needs re-thinking and 
renewal and that requires signifi¬ 
cant money.” 

If successful a first chunk of 
money would go to consultation 
and architects, with a second bid 
going for the money to make the 
proposals a reality. 

The first part of the bid is being 
considered by the Heritage Lottery 
Fund with a decision expected in 
February.

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A wildlife charity is in line 
for £40,000 to create a nature 
reserve if developers can 
prove their eco-credentials. 

Wetland and Wildfowl 
Trust (WWT) denied claims 
of a deal with Hydro Proper¬ 
ty after a backlash from ob¬ 
jectors Friends of Seething 
Wells (FoSW). 

Last month WWT said it 
would only consider a future 
involvement in the scheme 
“if the planning process 
finds the proposals environ¬ 
mentally and ecologically 
acceptable”. 

The charity had already 
submitted a contract for the 
developers to sign including 
a breakdown cost for ecology 
surveys and design and 
building plans. 

A spokesman for the 
wildlife charity denied its de¬ 
cision to distance itself from 
the project had been influ¬ 
enced by pressure from 
FoSW. 

He said: “As part of the 
discussions with Hydro, 
WWT Consulting completed 
and sent its standard tender 
document, as is common 
when one company is look¬ 
ing to contract another. 

“But before the contract 
was agreed, WWT and WWT 
Consulting became aware the 
potential ecological effect 


had not been clarified. 

“As a result, the decision 
has been taken to wait until 


the outcome of the planning 
process, as per our 
statement.” 


In the brief, WWT ear¬ 
marked more than £20,000 
for design costs, including 


planting trees in the wetland 
area, and nearly £14,000 for 
project management. 

Other costs included £600 a 
day for supervising construc¬ 
tion of the site, more than 
£6,000 for feasibility studies 
and £850 a day for additional 
meetings. 

A spokesman for Hydro 
Properties said the company 
was still committed to 
working with WWT and was 
confident “all the boxes 
will be ticked” on ecology 
concerns. 

He said: “We are committed 
to engaging WWT to deliver 
the nature reserve that is in¬ 
tegral to this groundbreak¬ 
ing development. 

“We believe our proposal is 
the first that can be approved 
when the council considers 
the planning application 
later this year.” 

FoSW described the revela¬ 
tion as “irrelevant” because 
it would oppose any applica¬ 
tion that included building 
on the site. 

FoSW spokesman Simon 
Tyrell said: “WWT’s public 
position has not changed. As 
part of any procurement pro¬ 
cess a tender document is 
submitted and that does not 
change. 

“We have not put any pres¬ 
sure on WWT to pull out. We 
read Hydro’s claims and 
wanted to see if they were 
true.”

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Outsourcing: Letters have been sent 6,000 miles away 

Patient letters 
typed in India 


Kingston Hospital is sending 
thousands of confidential let¬ 
ters about patients to be typed 
up by workers in India. 

The hospital has admitted to 
sending about 17,000 letters, 
some of which may have sensi¬ 
tive information about pa¬ 
tients, 6,000 miles away to save 
money on staffing costs. 

Critics warn the outsourcing 
could lead to complicated medi¬ 
cal terms being mis-translated 
by Indian workers and result in 
disastrous consequences. 

A Kingston Hospital 
spokesman said no secretarial 
staff had been laid off after 
outsourcing the work. 

The hospital said it could not 
reveal how much money had 
been saved as it was commer¬ 
cially confidential. 

Several hospitals have admit¬ 
ted dispatching letters to India, 
including West Middlesex Uni¬ 
versity, Great Ormond Street 
and Epsom and St Helier Hos¬ 
pitals Trust. 

One hospital, Addenbrooke’s 
in Cambridge, has been forced 
to stop sending letters to 
India because the standard

was so much worse. 

Doctors normally dictate re¬ 
ferral letters to a consultant on 
a tape recorder, which is quick¬ 
er than typing it out. 

This is then passed on to the 
doctor’s medical secretary who 
types it up and sends it. 

But hospitals are increasing¬ 
ly using new schemes with pri¬ 
vate firms where the 
recordings are sent to India, 
typed up and returned a few 
weeks later. 

Labour MP John Spellar 
raised the issue in the Com¬ 
mons last week after carrying 
out a Freedom of Information 
request into the matter. 

He voiced fears over safety 
and said it was outrageous 
NHS jobs were being out¬ 
sourced abroad during a dou¬ 
ble dip recession. 

Several of the NHS trusts in¬ 
sisted there was no risk that 
patients’ confidentiality would 
be breached as their names and 
dates of birth were removed 
beforehand.

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Thieves take 
stones from 
garden wall 


A pensioner said he was left 
shocked and disappointed 
after thieves stole valuable 
stones from his garden wall in 
broad daylight. 

Alan Tyler was in his house 
in Ashcombe Avenue, Sur¬ 
biton, when the thieves struck, 
removing about 50ft of coping 
stones from the front garden 
wall, which was built in 1954. 

The 88-year-old said he did 
not hear anything and came 
out of his home at about 3pm 
on Thursday, September 6, to 
find the stonework that 
lined the top of the wall had 
vanished. 

He said: “I came out in the af¬ 
ternoon and suddenly discov¬ 
ered it. It is not as if they 
broke into the house, but it is 
still a shock. 

“They just ripped it off. It is 
just a shame really. 

“It was in the middle of the 
day. But if anyone passed it 
was a bit late and it would just 
look like they were doing 
repairs.” 

The retired naval officer who 
lives with his wife Jill, 86, said 
he was unsure of how much 
the masonry was worth, but

was hopeful their insurance 
would cover the cost of 
repairs. 

Mrs Tyler said: “We do not 
know how much they will be 
worth, but they definitely 
wanted them so they must be 
worth something. They are 
not just any old stone.” 

The couple said they 
were unsure if they would be 
able to find exact 
replacements. 

There have been several re¬ 
ports of coping stones and ma¬ 
sonry being stolen from 
houses, schools and churches 
across the country. 

Newly-installed stonework 
was stolen from almost every 
house in a street in Colne, Lan¬ 
cashire, in May, causing thou¬ 
sands of pounds in 
damage. 

It has been reported that 
gangs tour the streets in 
trucks and vans on the lookout 
for targets and in February 
thieves broke into an estate 
near Chedworth to take 90 cop¬ 
ing stones.

A post Olympic boost is 
forecast for house sales 


Experts predict more activity this autumn 



The property market is 
expected to pick up in the 
post-Olympic period now that 
buyers are no longer distract¬ 
ed by the amazing summer of 
sport. 

The Royal Institute of Char¬ 
tered Surveyors (RICS) says 
the exploits of gold medallists 
like Mo Farah and Jessica 
Ennis proved a “distraction” 
for potential buyers, with the 
number of inquiries and 
viewings dropping slightly 
over the month. 

However most RICS mem¬ 
bers surveyed for the August 
Housing Market Report are 
expecting the market to get 
back on track for the autumn. 

“Looking ahead, chartered 
surveyors across the country 
predict transaction levels to 
pick up slightly as autumn ap¬ 
proaches, with 12 per cent

more respondents expecting 
sales to rise rather than fall 
over the coming three 
months,” said RICS 
spokesperson Ian Perry. 

Although the level of inter¬ 
est in properties for sale 
dipped slightly last month, 
Greater London in particular 
reported that sales were sta¬ 
ble. In the three months to 
August, chartered surveyors 
reported that on average 7.5 
per cent of the homes on their 
books were sold per month. 

Your Move estate agents in 
London says the market is, in 
fact, up on this time last year 
and that the continuing pauci¬ 
ty of stock will keep prices up. 

Jason Tebb, regional man¬ 
aging director for Your Move 


in London, said: “Despite the 
Olympics having an effect on 
the transactional market in 
August, activity was still up 
significantly year on year, 
with 15 per cent more view¬ 
ings taking place throughout 
the month than in the same 
period in 2011. 

“This trend has continued 
into the early autumn market, 
with Your Move’s London re¬ 
gion matching last year in 
terms of front-end viewing ac¬ 
tivity.” 

He added: “As the region 
continues to see reduced 
instruction levels, this lack of 
supply and consistent 
demand will continue to sup¬ 
port prices and increase the 
competition for the most 
sought after locations. 

“As such, we would expect 
offer numbers to rise as more 


buyers compete for less prop¬ 
erty.” 

The RICS confirmed that 
while the Olympics distracted 
viewers and depleted 
enquiries, month on month, it 
“didn't have any real impact” 
on the proportion of sales 
going through. 

However a net balance of 19 
per cent more respondents 
reported price falls rather 
than rises, down from 23 per 
cent in July. 

The number of surveyors 
reporting a fall in demand 
rose by nine per cent in 
August, compared with a four 
per cent rise in July. 

London was the only part of 
the country to report a posi¬ 
tive reading for prices, while 
surveyors in Northern Ire¬ 
land, the West Midlands and 
Yorkshire and Humber-side 


reported the weakest read¬ 
ings. 

“Understandably, the 
amount of people out looking 


at property fell away slightly, 
but, generally speaking, 
demand held up fairly well,” 
added Mr Perry.

Over £55m spent on dodgy used cars 



Citizens Advice is warning 
consumers to be on the 
lookout for problem motors 
after dodgy used cars bought 
from independent dealers 
topped the list of the ten most 
complained about consumer 
issues between April and 
June of this year. 

There were more than 12,000 
complaints about second¬ 
hand cars bought from 
independent dealers - eight 
per cent of all cases the 
Citizens Advice consumer 
service dealt with and three 
times as many complaints as 
those made about used cars 
bought from private sellers 
and franchise dealerships. 

In total, the service says its 
callers spent a staggering 
£55million on used cars from 
independent dealers where 
the car or the assistance from 
the dealer was not up to 
scratch. 


Two thirds of the 
complaints about indepen¬ 
dent used car dealers were 
about the car being faulty and 
over one in 10 revolved 
around salespeople giving 
misleading information about 
the vehicle. 

Problems with second-hand 
cars bought from a franchise 
dealer was the tenth most 
complained about issue. 

It’s not just the Citizens 
Advice consumer service 
which has been helping 
people with their car troubles 
- during the same period, 
Citizens Advice Bureaux in 
England and Wales dealt with 
over 3,500 problems around 
second-hand cars including 
the car being unsafe or not 
working properly. 

Over two years ago the 
Office of Fair Trading gave 
traders guidance on selling 
used cars to help them 


comply with consumer 
protection law - yet many 
consumers are still falling 
victim to bad practice. 

Citizens Advice wants to see 
a robust approved code 
introduced for the second¬ 
hand car market which will 
help buyers filter the good 
dealers from the bad by 
identifying the sellers willing 
to go the extra mile to make 
sure their customers get a car 
that is in good working order 
and one they are happy with. 

Citizens Advice chief 
executive Gillian Guy said: 
“It’s time these dealers 
parked their sharp practices. 
People save for years to 
update their car or buy one 
for the first time. 

“If you’re not a motor head, 
stepping onto a used car 
dealer’s forecourt can feel 
like entering a lion’s den.” 

Citizens Advice has put 


together top tips for buying a 
used car to help consumers 
avoid a motoring minefield. 
They include: 


1. Know what you want. 

2. Get a feel for how much it 
should cost. 

3. Find a reliable dealer. 


4. Look over the car’s 
condition. 

5. Check the mileage. 

6. Investigate history of the 
car. 

7. Take it for a test drive. 

8. Be wary of specific 
buying terms. 

9. Make sure you fully 
understand the conditions of 
the sale. 

10. Use your consumer 
rights.
